rape up 10; homicide 11, and ag- 
gravated assault 9. 


Property crimes also were up 
11 per cent, with larceny over 
$50 up 10 per cent and automo- 
bile theft up 13 per cent. 


The report noted that while 54 
per cent of those arrested for 
larceny weire under 
18, this 
group accounted for 63 per cent 
of those booked for auto theft. 


Of all offenses on the FBI's 
crime index, the report said, 
"auto theft had. by far. the larg- 
est percent age of arrests of per- 


sons under 18." 


The report also included the 
latest material on the 
FBI's 
justice system. 


The report said a foUowup on 
nearly 18,000 such ijersons re- 
leased by the federal system in 
1963 showed 55 per cent were 
rearrested for new crimes with- 
in two and a half years. 


"A significant statistic was the 
fact that 83 per cent of those 
persons acquitted or who had 
their cases dismissed in 1963 
were rearrested for new crimes 
within 30 months," the report 
said.

“We’re carefully checking 
out all tips and leads.” 


Miss Flezar’s nude, badly de­ 
composed 
body 
was 
found 
Monday near Ypsilanti. The 
19-year-old 
coed disappeared 
from her apartment Juiy 9. 


A medical examiner’s report 
said Miss Flezar died of multi­ 
ple stab wounds. 
It sadd her 
fingers and feet had been re­ 
moved, apparently in an effort 
to prevent identification of th© 
body. Positive identification of 
the body was made frcxn den­ 
tal x-rays. 


Cases Not Connected 


Schoonmaker said there ap­ 
peared to be no connectaon be­ 
tween the Fleszar case and the 
death of Roxanne Sandbrook, 
13, of Lansing, whose mutilated 
body w'as found near J a c k s ^ 
Monday. 


A man and a woman are 
held in the death of the Lan­ 
sing girl and murder warrants 
will be sought against one or 
both, Jackson Coimty Prosecu­ 
tor Bruce Barton said. 


The development came after 
authorities identified a body 
found Sunday in a dump near 
Jackson as that of Roxanne 
Sandbrook, missing from her 
home since July 17. 


State Police, meanwhile, an­ 
nounced positive identification 
of a second body found near a 
lover’s lane in a brush-covered 
section of a farm field a mile 
north of Ypsilanti. 


Doctors at University Medi­ 
cal Center, Ann Arbor, who 
performed an autopsy on the 
second body, which was nude, 
said it is that of Mary Fleszar, 
19, a co-ed at Eastern Mich­ 
igan University missing since 
July 9. 


Sexual Attacks 


State Police classified both 
deaths tentatively as result­ 
ing from sexual attacks. 


Details of the autopsy on 
the co-ed’s body were not di­ 
vulged but one doctor said no 
bullet wounds were found. 


Miss 
Fleszar 
disappeared 
after telling her roommate that 
she was going for a walk. 


Cpl. Richard Vanslpe, of the 
Jackson State Police Post, said 
an investigation into Roxanne’s 
death by Jackson Post detec­ 
tives led to the arrest of Lloyd 
W. Higdon, 25, of Lansing, and 
Luville Brumit, 29, of Grand 
Rapids. 
He said they knew 
Roxanne. 


Barton refused to describe 
the persons under arrest ex­ 
cept to say that one—presum­ 
ably the man — was arrested 
while in jail as a parole vi­ 
olator. 


He declined to discuss the 
circumstances of the death.

He said identification of the 
body was made through cloth­ 
ing, a watch, a ring and other 
characteristics.

A new Navy order sent to all 
ships and stations directs com­ 
manding officers to use the ab­ 
breviations “to the maximum 
extent possible, except w-here 
the need for cterity s an over­ 
riding consideration.’' 


Not only are there abbrevia- 
titns in the little Navy dictioiv 
ary but also equivalents for cer- 
taiin 
phrases, 
sentences 
or 
groups of se-ntences used in na­ 
val orders—280 entries in all, 
ranging from ABPM to WHAP. 


The Navy managed to use as 
few commonly known abbrevia­ 
tions as possible but improvised 
on one or t^v'0. In additim to 
FYI, there’s FYIG > ^ch mean.«; 
“for your information and guid­ 
ance.” 


CONUS means

United States,” but the Navy 
also has INUS. “in the Unified 
State«,” as well as OUTUS, 
which means >x»u-know-what.

The Michigran Legislatui’e has made a couple more 
passes at refinancing: the Mackinac Bridge and reducing 
the tolls. 


The House raised the ante on the interest which 
the state would pay in refinancing the bridge bonds 
from 3.25 per cent to 3.5 per cent. 


Nothing is likely to happen quickly as a result of 
this action. The current bonds pay 4 to 5 per cent in­ 
terest and if they were called for refinancing the state 
would have to pay a $5 million premium. 


Hie refinancing would extend the debt to 1997 
while the current toll pa>nnent of the bonds would re- 
tii*e them in 1983. The tolls have accumulated a resen e 
for pa>ment of $10 million which is earning 4 to 5 
per cent interest, or $500,000 a vear. and this would 
have to be given up under the refinancing. 


So there are some serious considerations in tiie 
proposal to transfer the debt for the bridge from the 
users to the taxpayers of >^ichigan so the bridge toll 
can be reduced or eliminated.

While the state of the bond market makes action 
on the permissive legislation still unlikely, the fact 
of interest rate increase denotes a rising nublic interest 
in the bridge and what seems to ^ a growing accent- 
of tlie concent that a toll brif^^p is unfair to the 
Unoer Peninsula.

The study also points out the 
biological characteristics of the 
lake are such that the lake can­ 
not sustain a greatly expanded 
total yield of all species.

It is more often than 
not a family industry and few 
others have the capital to fi­ 
nance a venture into commerci- 
I al fishing. 


Tugs Disappear 


Munising, just after World 
War II, had 12 fish tugs operat­ 
ing from her beaches, now there 
are 5, and this is the story all 
the w ay up and down the lakes. 
The Conservation 
Department 
claims that gill nets catch an 
intolerably high rate of salmon 
and trout. Some estimates by 
the department range as high 
as 40 per cent. Records kept by 
the department of commercial 
catches indicate the figure is 
more like 9.1 per cent on North­ 
ern Lake Michigan. 


This summer there are indi­ 
cations that the 
larger 
lake 
trout and coho salmon have 
been feeding on fish planted in 
the lake by the U. S. Bureau of 
Sports Fisheries and the Con- 
ser\-ation Department. 


About one-eighth of the resi­ 
dents in Michigan are licensed 
fishermen. Roy Jensen of Esca­ 
naba, executive secretary of the 
Michigan Fish Producers Asso­ 
ciation, wants to know, *‘What 
about the other 7 million peo­ 
ple.” 


Restaurants are against the 
Conservation Department’s pro­ 
posal. Typical of their reaction 
is “About 50 per cent of my 
restaurant’s daily food output 
is Lake Superior fish, where am 
I going to get it?” Another said, 
“Even now the assessment fish­ 
ing alone has hurt 
my 
busi­ 
ness.” 


Room For Sport 


Michigan sports 
fishermen 
have 11,000 inland lakes, num­ 
erous rivers, and many thous­ 
ands of shoreline from which 
to fish. The Conservation De­ 
partment claims that the coho 
and trout could feed on the 
alewives that caused such a 
mess on Lake Michigan beach­ 
es this summer. It would take 
a good many years for these 
fish to clean up the alewives. 
Then, besides the dieoff of ale­ 
wives, things would be wors­ 
ened with the dieoff of salmon 
adding to the present problem. 
The federal government is try­ 
ing to promote an alewife fish­ 
ing industry with these fish to 
be used for animal food and 
fish flour, or fish concentrate. 


One would tend to believe the 
commercial fishermen has been 
wholly responsible for the de­ 
pletion of the trout from the 
lakes. The Department of In­ 
terior study points out the sea 
lamprey invaded Lake Super­ 
ior and nearly eliminated lake 
trout and whitefish. Now, co­ 
incidental 
with 
planting 
of 
trout and salmon and almost 
eradication of the lamprey, is 
the comeback of the lake trout. 
All this time gill net fishing has 
continued, but it is now the 
goat. 


Proteiit Speed 


Michigan commercial fisher­ 
men are alarmed at the speed 
with which this issue is being 
handled. They have had no op­ 
portunity to get their side to 
the public. The 
Conservation 
Department says that the in­ 
crease in sport.^ 
trolling 
will 
make up the financial loss suf­ 
fered by the commercial fish­ 
ermen. This is hardly 
likely. 
On a good summer, a charter 
boat on Lake Superior could 
make 
about 
50 
trips. This 
amounts to about $2,500; not 
much to support a family. If 
gill nets are eliminated on the 
lakes, there is no question in 
tlie minds of commercial fish­ 
ermen that commercial fishing 
on the lakes will die. 
Sports 
trollers could never harvest the 
fi.sh in the lakes. 


Should Michigan 
fishermen 
not be able lo fish commercial­ 
ly when there is no idea what 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Illinois, 
01- Canada are planning? A fish 
has fins, and can swim any­ 
where. Lake Superior is a large 
lake, too big for limitation to 
sports 
trolling.

ban area. 


The Center is in St. Johns 
Lutheran Church, in a form­ 
er all-white middle class neigh­ 
borhood. It is now predomin­ 
ately Cuban and Negro, 25 per 
cent of the Miami population 
being Negro and 20 per 
cent 
Spanish 
speaking or Cuban. 
Pastor Olson reported a very 
tense situation in the area at 
present with many of the store 
windows boarded up. 


At the Center counseling ser­ 
vice is provided 
for 
former 
mental patients, those recent­ 
ly divorced and sub-cultural 
groups. A tutoring program for 
children is provided by volun­ 
teers from different churches. 


Pastor Olson receives his sup­ 
port from the Board of Ameri­ 
can Missions, Lutheran Church 
in America. He is a graduate of 
Gustavus Adolphus College. St. 
Peter, Minn., and 
Augustana 
Seminary, Rock Island, 111., and 
was ordained in 1962. Te has 
served in the Miami area since 
his ordination.
